*'FiiLi5t l n men aro at present employed 
working the bush, and' two teams haul-- 
lng wood either to Darwin or Culver 
siding, ready to he shipped on the cars 
t« Winnipeg. Tb*? men went flown ftarlv 
in November. During their first week 
they did not get properly to work, hav- . 
lng to fit up the shanty, dig the well, 
etc. Three weeks after they had ono 
hundred cordsj of T,ood cut and piled. 
Tho prospect is good for getting fifteen 
hundred cords of wood of ono kind and 
another during the present winter, and 

winter. Capt. Cromarty, who Is In charge 
of tho Droll, says that thero ts enough 
wood tllcra to laat ub several *cuib, iiuii 
thero will bo plenty of hay to supply 
nrovonder for the hnrimR after this year. 

"Tho following la a list of prices paid 
for cutting tho dlfforeiit kinds of wood. 
Poplar, GOc. per cord ; Mixed wood, 00c. 
p?>- oo^I : Sx>ruce ™">od, S5c. per cord : 
, Jack Pine, 7&C. pel' curd ; Tamarac, 80c, 
per cord. 

"The board in good, and gives gensval 
[Satisfaction. It constats of beef, pork, 
beans, potatoes, bread, syrup, etc., and 
the general drlnH 1e tea. For board and 
loflclno- the men nay $.1.50 per wGrir. In 
addition to the usual routine of rood, 
they are able to choot rabbits and part- 
ridges, whleh are plentiful in the woods, 
and form an agreeable change to tho 
menu. 

"Capt. Cromarty roports all the men 
as gelng very happy and contemed.. Of 
course there Is no whiskey dunking, 
card-piaylng or curalng in the shanty. 
Anyone who curses Is lined lUc. but not 



the world, for the nearest camp is three 
miles away, nevertheless, although right 
away In tho thick of tho bush, tho men 
like It and enjoy our system of working 
""C? *r*^r.5£fimflnt. 

"An addition to the shanty has been 
made for the Captain's private use. In 
whleh he keeps his store supplies for 
the men, A new stable, warm and 
comfortable, has also been erected for the 
horses. The shanty and stahles are built 
of logs— tho shanty in which tho men 
are living Is eighteen feet wide and 

It Is plastered to keep out the cold. The 
roofs are covered with split logs, then 
witn nusn, ana on top of all, a thick 
layer of earth. This plan Is adopted for 
both shantys and stables. In the eenera! 
shanty there Is a door and two windows, 
one big heater stove, and a coos: stove. 
Speaking from a shanty stand-point. It 
:s vciy ==:s£OTtacI(-. The private snanty, 
before referred to, occupied by Captain 
Cromarty, Is twelve by sixteen, and has 
also a stove In it. He has fixed It up 
so nicely, tliaL it looks quUe homelike. 
One hundreds yards from the shanty 
Is th& stable, eighteen feet by eighteen 
fftfil. niwl on* liunrirpfl Ajid fifty foAr from 
the shanty, is situated tho well which 
was dug by the men and supplies all the 
water necessary," 

Brigadier Bennett's despatch goes on 
to say, "The prospeeis for cur werfc la 
the bush are splendid. Without doubt 
a great work will be done, and I am 
hellevlng to hear of many of tho men 
rreting soendly converted to (iod. God
